Tillsonburg, June 2.—The worst 
conflagration in the history of Till- 
sonburg occurred _ yesterday, — when 
eloven businesa places and twelve re 
sidences. Were razed to tho © ground 
and as many moro considerably dam- 
aged. Tho fire started about noon at 
tho rear of Buckherrough’s large 
blacksmith shop, it is supposed, by 
some children playing with matches, 
The fire then spread to Darrow's 
foundry, ami then to the barns of W. 
Parker and E. J. House. 

In a vory short time the fames had 
crept to the “residences of ex-Mayor 
Sinclair, Mrs. 2. WH. Armstrong, and 
to four residences owned by William 
Parker, and occupicd by C. Hf. Den- 
ton, Mr. Fowlk, Mrs. W. Harris, J. 
Hillman, and one new house, just 
completed. 

Three Acres Swept. 


By this time tho rear of Mr. Par- 
ker’s own residence and butcher shop, 
and the stores of J. MM. Clark, J. E. 
Weston, P. BP. Nowell, residence and 
storc of Thomas Fero, office of W. 
Brady, V.S., and Town Clerk Raynes 
wero in flames. Inaido of two hours 
the Tino. brick block. of Dr. Sinclair 
and bulldings covering over - three 
acres were all burned to the ground. 

The high wind was carrying great 
fakes of cinders to. the west, and 
many dwellings wero ignited. Four 
fine residences on Washington avenue 
caught, and were also destroyed. 
They belonged to J. B. House, 3. 1. 
Betts, J, I, McMchan and A. H. Rob- 
ertson. Heroic work of the citizens 
saved the homes of Rev. Mr. Bos- 
worth and G, T. R. Agent Stinson. 
In the block west of this, J. E. Dov- 
lin's barn and: George Carle's stablo 
wero also consuined. 

Carried Twe Miles.

Thereupon Editor Jones 
broke off negotiations, got ten young 
men from the State University as re- 
porters, edited their copy himself, and 
It was sent to the composing-room. 
The father of the chapel walked to the 
imposing-stone, rapped thereon with a 
mallet, a chapel meeting was held, and 
the printers stopped their work. The 
father of the chapel informed Editor 
Jones that {f the non-union copy: was 
not removed from the hook the print- 
ers would strike. Editor Jones took 
back his non-union copy..That day the 
“Press-Post" did not’ come: out. The 
next day Editor. Jones sent the paper 
to press without any local news, Milling 
it up with narratives of the low-necked 
gowns at Newport, snake stories, ac- 
counts of the shocking attire worn by 
the young women at Long Branch, and 
other refined and ‘pleasing. miscellany 
of the kind usually found In the Sun- 
day supplements of great daily news- 
papers, Unfortunately, Editor Jones.

Mothers of daughters having social 
aspirations find it very expensive to 
meet ali the social requirements and 
demands made upon them, as ts 
shown'in proceedings in the Supreme 
Court of New York brought. by, drs. 
Kate Shippen Roosevelt to have the 
yearly allowance of her daughter, Do- 
rothy Quincy Roosevelt, increased from 
$1,500 to $3,000. Even. the larger sum 
will not by any means be sufficient to 
keep this young lady in. good, society 
and meet all the various expenses In- 
cidental thereto;» but Mrs. Roosevelt 
tays she ia willing to pay the addition- 
al expenses, which will amount to 
several thousand dollars annually, out 
3f her own pocket. Miss Roosevelt in- 
herited $100,000 from a deceased uncle, 
which Is being héld in trust for her 
antil she becomes of age next year. 
Inasmuch as her income amounts to 
4,000 and Mra, Roosevelt proved to 
the satisfaction of Willlam J, A. Mc- 
Kim, the referee, that $3,000 is only a 
reasonable amount for a young woman 
of good social position, the increased 
allowance was granted. In giving her 
testimony, Mrs. Roosevelt sald she had 
six tutors for her daughter, who, 
among other things, was being edu- 
cated in German, French, and Italian. 
3he was also belng instructed/in elo- 
sution, belongs to several social danc- 
ing-classes, is a member of golf, .tennis 
and bathing clubs, is fond of riding, 
and has an English governess. Mrs. 
Roosevelt added that the needs of her 
daughter were increasing year by year, 
that she found entertalning and travel- 
tng abroad added greatly to the cost 
of living, that one of her daughter's 
greatest incidental expenses was for 
alre of cabs going to and from social 
functions, and that a great deal of 
the social life which young ladles in 
New York see is where gentlemen are 
not invited, such as teas, receptions, 
ste. -

This much more may be said about

by would be discovered the ‘genesis 
of the $900 and of tho $1,500, both 
coming as Mr. Gamey now swears 
from ono and the sane source. 

His. explanation of the particular 
source is not so worthy of credence 
as if the books had been left Uns 
mutilated. 

Manitoulin His Politics. 


It is difficult to frame any consist- 
ent account of Mr, Gamcy’s career 
as member, for it was * throughout 
inconsistent, as he played a double 
part. But this.much appears in the 
evidence—His politics was Manitou- 
lin, with Gaincy as member on. the 
side of any Government in power, to 
the end that ho inight servo his con- 
stituency, and also sccuro shares in 
the various deals supposed possible 
by not over-scrupulous men. First, 
was formed the Jones-Gamey combi- 
nation, with a view of acquiring 
“franchises."” But, as Mr. Gamey's 
friend, Frank Sullivan, by his brag- 
gart style, and pretended access to 
he Minister (page 1,323), . fostered 
the belicf that he had more. influ- 
ence,.the uncle was superseded, and 
the ‘Sullivan-Gamey combination be- 
gan.

“If he has 
ten talents he wants to_uso them 
where they will ‘be most effcctivo; if 
he has only one taleut ho wants to 
make that onc talent useful. Where 
ean @ consecrated, educated young 
man have more influence’ for good 
than in the Christian ministry? 

When . the young man graduates 
from tho theological seminary he im- 
modintely. takes his place at the 
head of a country. or city church. 
What does that mean? Simply this: 
The young man inimedlately be 
comes the leader of a consccrated 
band of Christian workers, who are 
ready to work for Christ in any Way 
the young pastor dirccts. It means 
that his individual personal influence 
is doubled, trebled, quadrupled—ays, 
a hundredfold increased—by the con- - 
secrated band of ‘workers. who wol- 
come him into his new charge.) It 
means that by the power _of -his, 
Christian colaborers “working with 
him and for him he can in time ab- 
solutely dominate a whole rogion for 
good, 

The gospel ministry is a profession 
whose members are treated with. re 
spect and unlyersal kindness. How 
with respect? ‘The very lowest and 
most depraved are’ generally. silenced 
at their approath. When the minister 
comes around the blasphemer’s © lips 
are closed, the lowd story is untold, 
the evil thought is unexpressed. When 
the Catholic priest on an errand of 
mercy enters the lowest dive every 
head .. uncovers} and every cursing 
tongue is stilled. * ~*~ : 

How with kindness? Decuuse from 
tho ‘very moment. you step into it 
there ‘are scores and hundreds of 
people who will do everything {n 
their power to mako your life happy. 
When installed in a charge ‘the church 
reception will show you how many 
friends you have and’ how welcome 
you are. When your baby is). sick 
there are always‘ many ‘sympathizers 
to come around and bring the fow- 
ers and, if necessary, help in nurs: 
ing.’ When tho autumnal fruits” at- 
tive there aro the tokens of love in 
gifts of jellies and apples. Thero are 
the Christmas presents of chairs and 
other knickknacks. These gifts “may 
not have much moncy value, but they 
show the true beatings of tho hearts 
efa loving and sympathetic people, 
An eged reformer of England when 
dying was asked what was the grcat- 
est want of this world.. Ho answered, 
“‘sympathy.’’ The true gospel mints-° 
ter rarely feels the need of this gift. 
He has sympathy of tho people in 
his church work. He finds sympathy, 
heartfelt sympathy, wherover he gocs, 
I know that there are =certala 
churches which were started in Gend- 
ish rows and are now contemptible 
churches and have ill treated their 
tninistors for generations. But ~ these 
mean churches are the exceptions— 
the rare exceptions: 

The Christian ministry is. a profess 
sion’in which the members are shield- 
ed from many of the temptations 
that confront men in other walks of 
Mfc. | Richard Baxter once declared 
that ‘the minister had to faco the 
greatest of all daily temptations.

cow of any age or breed. in both in- 
stances having a large class of com- 
petitors, ‘But Hope VI. never bred a 
calf that was even an ordinary milker; 
and as to her dairy qualities, she was 
simply .a_ “sport,” without any: power 
of reproducing the dairy qualities she 
ssessed. In the spring of 1873 1 
ught two heifers which were typicai 
specimens of dual-purpose cows; they 
were high grade Shorthorns and; were 
the choice from two herds in 
Livingston county. I have owned a 
good many cows, ani-some good ones. 
t I never owned two cows that would 
ive as many Rounds of milk or butter 
fh a year a3. ey did. They were in 
my herd ‘eleven ‘years, but daring that 
time I was able to breed only one 
heifer from either of those cows that 
was even up to thelaverage as a milk 
cow, but that was one of the very best 
cows I ever owned, and she was sived 


by a pure Shorthorn bull. 


“She was kept in my herd until she 
failed to at sixteen years old 
but she never bred a calf that was 0 
any value in the dairy. If I am asked 
to-expiain as to these cows, I” must 
say they were other _ instances 
“sports"—cows in, w < abnormal 
characteristics "were. developed — but 
they had no power-to transmit) these 
characteristics to their offspring. It is 
true that, as individuals I made money, 
on these cows, and lots of it; but 
suppose that in the years milked 
them the three cows drop) about 
thirty-two calves, of which probably 
fifteen were heifers, and in my. desire 
to secure more cows like the old ones 
I kept on grtov up heifers which 
were a failore in the dairy, and were 
sold as second-class beeL Thus.they 
robbed nie of ail the’ profit I ‘made 
on the phenome -] cows that bred 
them. After balancing some books and 
doing some hard thinking, I sold all 
the. dual-p' cows, and. bought 
Jerseys for the dairy.” i 

The true purpose of a dai cow is 
twofold: (1) To produce milk to the 
best possible profit; (2) to’ contain 
within her the elements, of procreation 
that shall perpetuate, and if sible, 
increase dairy quality in her daghter. 
The dairy sire must have within him 
the same and indeed more dairy pre- 
potency than the cow, or cise he 1s a 
costly failure, . é 

Dairy prepotency and beef pre- 
potency are qualiies which move in 
diametrically posite directions. No 
man ever developed dairy qualities in 
the coming offspring breeding. to 
strong beef heredity, nor vice versa. 
Yet, there is not a so-called dual-pur- 
pose Siorthorn or Red Poll bull in 
existence which does not show clear 
and unmistakable beef heredity in both 
form and pedigree. If he begets a 
good milker she is a sport, and in four 
cases out of five as a rule she will not 
in turn produce profitable milkers. 
But. even if the cow would breed to- 
wards. daigy quality, if well mated, 
where \will.we go to find a] dual-pur- 
pore sire with sufficient dairy heredity 

him to reinforce the desired tendency 
in the cow? ked at either as a 
matter of breeding science or for pro- 
fitable dairy results: the breeding for 
dual-purpose is, we believe, a myth, 
which no well posted dairy farmer can 
afford to indulge in, for reasons that 
he can spend his money and time to 
much larger purpose and profit.

In ‘the second test the value of a 
tation of corn and bran wi.n and with- 
out oats was tested with sixteen Dor-" 
set lambs, divided into two equal lots, 
the lambs in the two lots weighing 
respectively, 90 pounds and 88 pounds 
each. The test covered three periods 
of twenty-eight days. Throughout the 
test lot No. 1 was fed bran and corn 
in different mixtures, and lot No. 2 
bran, corn and oats. both lots receiv- 
ing clover hay in addition. The aver- 
age amount of grain eaten a head daily 
by all the tambs in} both lots 
was 1.5 pounds, and the hay .8 pound. 
The average daily gain 2 head of all 
the lambs fed bran and corn was .1, 
and of those fed oats in addition 1.5 
pounds, the cost of a pound of gain in 
the two cases being &62 and 6.28 cents, 
At the close of the test the lambs were 
sold for slaughter, the net profit a lamb 
in the two lots being $1.83 and $1.97 
respectively, As pointed out by the an- 
thor, the lambs fed oats in addition to 
torn and bran gained 36 per cent. more 
in weight during the test than tle 
others, although they consumed practi- 
sally the same amount of feed. The 
profit on these lambs was also greater, 
although their ration was. somewhat 
more expensive. The conclusiog is 
therefore drawn that “with. prices in 
reasonable balance, bran, corn, oats and 
hay make. a aflore satisfactory ration 
for lambs that are being fattened than 
bran, corn an¢@ hay.” < E 

Sixteen Dorsct grade lambs, divided 
into two ‘eqval lots, were used for the 
third test, which was undertaken to 
study the comparative merits of well- 


“| balanced and badly-balanced rations, 


The test was divided into three periods 
of four weeks each. The grain ration 
of lot No. 1 consisted of unground com 
and bran, and that of fot No. 2 of un- 
«round corn, oats and barley and bran, 
the proportion in each case varying in 
the different periods. Both lots wer: 
fed corn fodder, and in addition lot No 
2 was fed sliced mangel wurzels and 
tarrots on alternate days. At the be- 
ginning of the trial the average weight 
of the lambs in the two lots was 93 and 
36.9 pounds respectively. The average 
daily gain of the lambs in lot No. 1 
was 14.8 pounds, and of those in lot No. 
2 (fed the better balanced ration) 25.1 
pounds, the cost of a pound of gain be- 
ing 7.17. cents and 6.92 cents respect- 
ively. On an ausrege the lambs in lot 
No. 1 ate 1.9 pounds of grain and 1.8 
pounds of corn fodder per head a day, 
while those in lot No, 2 ate 2.1 pounds 
of grain, 1.7 pounds of corn fodder 
and. 4.9 pounds of roots. Shortly after 
the test the lambs were slaughtered, the 
average net profit on the two lots be- 
ing 34 and 49 cents respectively. The 
author. believes that “the finished pro- 
duct resulting from feeding mixed 
rain and roots was superior to that 
irom feeding corn and bran without 
roots. A-diet of grains with roots add- 
ed, notwithstanding (ts greater cost, 
may be mare economical when fatten- 
ing Jambs than a diet more restricted 
as to the grain facfors composing it, 
in spite of the greater relative cheap- 
ness of the latter.

Of his education, Mfr. Greeley said it

tural that one who knew him should 
wonder what manner of man he might 
have been if he had been trained and 
disciplined in’ an Institution of learn- 
Ing. “He might have been a very much 
greater man, thinks Air, Brooks; and 
theti, ‘too, his raw resources might not 
have been so strong and abundant un- 
der'a scholastic rule. 

‘When he was o lad of nine years he 
Was offered free tuition in the academy 
at Exeter, New Hampshire. His par- 
ents declined the offer, partly through 
pride, Mr. “Greeley thought, although 
oominally because his mother was un- 
willing.to part with him at that tender 
age.

paper office is a college-bred man!" 
‘This, seemed to bo an affectation tn- 
tended to justify his own lack of schol- 
arship, as if he were the shining ex- 
ample of what a great. editor could be 
without’ special training. As a matter 
of fact, adds Mr, Brooks, during my 
term of service on the “Tribune” a 
majority of the men on the staff were 
college-bred men.

Henry — Chaplin (Conservative), 
former President of the Board of 
Agriculture, and ‘the inalcontent Un- 
fonists were actively engrged early 
in the day in and around Westmin- 
ster In rallying the supporters of 
Mr. Chaplin’s. amendment to the 
budget bill, which declares that tho 
removal of the tax on grain ‘‘in- 
volves a neodlcss and injurious dis- 
turbance of trade and a scrious lose 
of revenue, without substantial re- 
lief for the consumer,’ and that if 
any taxes are removed it should be 
those levied on tca and other arti- 
cles of general consumption. 

Mr. Chaplin referred to the extra- 
ordinary position ‘in which the  fol- 
lowers of tho Government had) been 
placed by tho indccision of the Min- 
isters. It was useless, he added, to 
seek guidance or leadership from 
them. Ho concluded with formally 
moving his amendment, on which, he 
said, be meant to divide the Housc. 

Hicks-Heach Supperts. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach (Conserv- 
ative), invited the Speaker’s — decis- 
jon as to whether the opportunity 
could be taken -for debate on © Mr. 
Chamberlain's amendment. The 
Speaker-replied that it was not) re- 
lovant to tho) Dudget Bill,+ as© tho 
question of preferential tariff rates 
between Great Britain and her’ colon- 
ies was not raised in the bill, The 
scope of the'dcbate was thus largely 
curtailed at the outsct.

Would Wreck Empire. 


Roferring to the suggested prefer- 
ential tariff, the former Chancellor 
of the Exchequer declared he yielded 
to no one in appreciating the splen- 
did work of Mr. Chamberlain. The 
repeal of the grain duty appeared to 
tho speaker to be a direct bar to the 
adoption of preference principles. A

No such sit- 
uation had arisen in the parliamen- 
tury world since the memorable split 
on Home rule bill and the keencst 
interost Was manifested in regard to 
the possible developments. 

It was freely predicted yesterday 
afternoon that the Government will 
relegate the thorny question of tariff 
preference to a royal commission, 
which will insure time for a full con- 
sideration of the matter and for

berg. He calmly introduces a bi’- 
jard table into Cleopatra's palace, and 
makes cannon familiar to King John 
and his Barons,

Mng cables, O78 which they are buoyed 


through the air with nearly as much 
facility as though they had been fur- 
nished with: wings. The apparatus 


orifice situated at the abdomen. With- 
in this orifice are five little teats or 
splonerets, through-which ‘the gossa- 
mer is drawn. It must not be con- 
cluded, however, that there Is only one 
film of gossamer produced. by each 
spinneret; the fact is, these teats arc 
studded with thousands of. minute 
tubes too small for the naked eye to 
perceive, and each of these, emits @ 
thread of inconceivable fineness. These 
minute tubes are known as spinnerules, 
and the films which proceed from them 
unite like so many strands of a rope to 
form the thread of gossamer by which 
a spider suspends itself. The finest 
thread which human mechanism can 
Produce is lke a ship's cable compared 
with the delicate films which flow from 
the spinnerules of the largest spider. 
The films are all distinctly separate on 
coming from the gplnneret, but unite, 
not by any twisting process, but mere- 
-ly by thelr own glutinous or gummy 
nature. Thus the spinning apparatus 
of the disdained spider, when viewed 


by the eye of science, becomes one of*

‘The features of the Indian are some- 
fimes Incorporated into the representa- 
tion of the animal which forms his 


heraldic ‘Dearing, Should the beaver,. 


for example, be the object to be de- 
Pioted,; it is not attempted to design 
the whole form of the animal, dut only 
its distinctive and typical parts, as for 
instance, its pecullar tall, which !s 
painted in criss-cross lines extending 
from the chin to the nose, as though 
standing upright. ‘The chin itself does 
service as the deaver's body. 

The arbitrary methods of the Indlan 
artist render 4t dificult, if not Impos- 
aible, for any but an expert to Inter- 
pret the meanings of the pictorial re- 
presentations. Thus an animal's cara 
are Invariably depicted above the eyes 
on the human subject, the ears of the 
beaver being just above the eyebrows. 
On the cheeks are painted the paws in 
a position as though they were ralsed 
to the mouth in thea manner conven- 
tional in Indlan carvings. 

The dogfish painted in red on the face 
designates the members of an entire 
tribe. On the foreheads of the mem- 
ders of this tribe is painted the long, 
thin snout; the gills are represented by 
two curved Hnes below the eyes, while 
the tall Is shown as cut in two and 
hanging from each nostril, Only one 
or two parts of an animal painted on 
an Indian's face indicates that he Is of 
inferior position; the entire symbol, no 
matter in what form presented, is sig- 
nificant of lofty station and high hon- 
ors, 


The facial heraldry of the Indian” 


may be sald to be unique, not alone lo 
the method of representation employed, 
but In the subjects selected. These 
latter include fish, flesh and fowl: of 
all descriptionsa—dog salmon, devilfish, 
starfish, woodpeckers, ravens, eagles, 
bears, wolves, frogs, are comprised in 
the armorial gallery. 

Byvery object represented has ita own 
particular significance, and one of the 
most pecullar phases of face painting 
relates to the employment of forms 
other than animal—tools, implements 
of the chase or of war, denoting the 
occupation of the Individual or Mis 
tride,—-Washington “Times,”

A report. from Tone, seven- 
teen miles from Heppner, is to the 
eficct that 300 bodics have been re- 
covered. 

A messenger that arrived at TIono 
sabi that a wall of water 20 foct 
high rushed down into the gulch in 
which Heppner is situated, carrying 
everything before it.

‘The . managet 
placed e large rose. cut gem Ddetween 
the Jaws of a vise and carefully ap- 
plied a certain amount of pressure. He 
them extinguished all the light in the 
shop, and as econ as my eyes had be- 
come accustomed to the darkness I 
saw the diamond emitting a soft radi- 
ance of ita own Iike a very pale glow- 
worm, As I remember It, he said that 
the yellower diamonds were slightly 
more phosphorescent than the frst 
water stones, By the way, you would 
be really astonished to know the num- 
ber of jewels which also possess ‘self 


flame’ to a more or less extent, and I 


have often wondered if the alchemists 
who performed such apparently well

That showed a total of nearly 
seven hundred ‘criminal allens, Galt 
ed by the: British. tazpayer: at. a cost 
estimated at £30,000a yoar, apart from 
thele depredations and the expense of 
law and police. Four thousand six hun- 
dred and elghtcen destitute aliens were 
granted relnaw relief last year. Of 
these, 1,929 wero admitted ax indoor cases, 
while 237 were sent to lunatic or imbecile 
asylums.

“I declare that I banish from 
memory all” acts committed during 
the past forty years having bearing 
upon me, 

*“Evory’ honest Servian will find 
under my reign protection for his 
moral and material life. 

“Tho motto of my dynasty is ‘For 
the sacred cross and cherished liber- 
ty.” 

“It is with this motto, assured of 
the attachment of the army and 
church, that I ascend the throne as

St. Joseph's Foreign 
Missionary College, Mill Hill, Mid- 
dlesex, and in 1871 ho accompanicd 
tho first detachment of priests sent 
from that institution on a special 
amission to the colored people of tho 
United’ States. He succeeded the late 
Bishoj- Turner to tho Bishopric of 
Salford in 1872, and was made 
Archtixshop of Westminster in 1892. 
Le lald the first stone of Westminster 
Cathedral, June 29, 1895. While 
still Bishop Waughan ho acquired 
considcrablo reputation as a preach- 
er, and’ published a series of pastor- 
als, besides numerous pamphlets and 
letters on educational, social and re- 
ligioun questions.

The Phraseology of Sport.

HE London “Outlook,” In a re- 
cent number, while conceding 
that every sport and pastime 
should, naturally, have an 
especial phraseology, deplored 
the fact that this phraseology 
is becoming mere jargon. In its “palmy 
days” the P.R. could boast a language 
of its own; and one regrets to notice 
that the picturesque reporter is now 
doing the same disservice to cricket. 
When an eleven makes a bad start it 
Is suffering from “rot and rout.” One 
batsman is “breezy,” another plays 
with “ ful assurance,” o third is 
“cheaply digmissed.” <A score that 
D unevenly is “streaky,” and 
a vely. favorite formula runs that So- 
and-So “played excellent cricket.” This 
might reasonably be expected on a 
cricket fleld,-where Bridge or Ping- 
pong would be somewhat out of place. 
After all, however, it is the billiard iS 
porter who most savagely disloca! 
the vertebrae of the King’s English. 
Not long ago one of the brotherhood 
varied the monotony of life by describ- 
Ing the red ball as a “pinky round.” 

After all, the most glaring examples 
af idlotic phraseology in the English 

pers are exceedingly tame beside 
those of our own, says the “Bookman.” 
For instance, let us take the American 
equivalent for the English game of 
cricket. The knowing reporter writing 
a description of a game of baseball 
never makes the mistake of calling the 
ball “the ball.” To him, of course, it 
is the “sphere,” the “‘pellet,” the “pea” 
or the “leather.” A batsman never 
makes his base on balls; “hé strolls” or 
he gets “a free pass to the first cor- 
ner.” He does not make a base hit, 
but “he singles” or he “slams the pea 
to the center garden." He does not 
strike out, but “he fans” or “he 
pounds the air.” The pitcher does not 
pitch; he does “slab duty” or he “bends 
them” or he “passes them up.” We 
might continue in this strain indefin- 
itely. 

To refer to a baseball team repre- 
senting a certain city by its proper 
name would be to betray a woeful lack 
of knowledge and experience. A few 
years ago, after the veteran baliplayer 
Anson relinquished his leadership of 
the Chicago team, that team was, for 
a short time at the beginning of the 
season, without any nickname what- 
aver. Sporting writers all over the 
country were in a state of chaos. The 
Chicago newspapers opened their col- 
umns to suggestions for a suitabfe so- 
oriquet, and mattera. generally were 
ansettled and unsatisfactory until the 
significance of the desertion of Anson 
dawned upon one ingenious scribe, and 
the Chicagos immediately became “the 
Orphans.” During the first two years 
2f its career in the National League 
she New York team was known as the 
“Maroons.” In, 1885 this title was 
iropped for that of “the Giants,” a 
verm which at a period when the team 
was unpopular was modified to “the 
Joints.” The Bostons are, of course, 
“the Beaneaters;” the Washingtons, 
‘the Senators;" the Baltimores, “the 
Drioles,” or “the Birds;" the Brooklyns 
ire “the Trolley Dodgers.”

HB followings statement, culled 
‘from ‘the current number of a 
T™agaszine,‘is an egregious blun-

“The originator of the game of whist 
ls (sic) Edmond Hoyle (1672-1769).", 
Cotton writing in’ J674 tells‘ us: that. 
Whist was eo well known at that time 
that ‘every Child almost of Eight 
Years old, hath a Competent Know- 
ledge of the recreation.” Hoyle was 
then not two yéars of age. But we™ 
must go a great dea) farther back for 
the origin of the game, which ts indeed 
lost in-the obscurity of the centuries. 
Previous to 1526 the game of Triumph 
(whence trump), which embraced the 
essential features of Whist, had con- 
siderable vogue in England. It fur- 


nished Bishop Latimer with an filus-- 


tration \for'a sermon’ preached at 
Christmas, 1529. Shakespeare's: famll-

‘ Using the Waste. 

‘The last word in the ulllization of waste 
material seems to have been sald by a 
correspondent of The American Machin- 
ist, says The Literary Digest, who writes 
as follows to that paper about a New 
York factory for the transformation of 
old tin cans into various useful products. 
“| was much surprised and greatly inter- 
ested @ few days since, when shown 
through a certain establiahment near Now 
York City, to find that the ‘raw material’ 
used consisted chiefly of empty fruit and 
vegetable cans rescued by the cartload 
from the dumps of the city. 

up to that time, that the only pur- 
pose for which such material was suited 
was food for goats or to be attached to 
the tails of unfortunate canines.. The 
principal products of this establishment, 
which is a foundry, are window-sash 
weights, elevator weights and ballast for 
boats. The weight castings are very hard, 
and, when struck with a hammer, ring 
like ateeL About. the only tool which can 
be used for removing sprues and fins ls 
the hamamer.\as a cold chisel or file will 
pot stand up to the work. The fracture 
of the round sash weights is smooth, and 
shows crystals radiating from the centre 
like spokes of a wheel. After delivery at 
tho Youndry the cans are first piled into 
la: iron ting. located under a 
aheet-iron hood, which terminates in a 
smokestack. They are sprinkled liberally 
with crude ofl, which is set on fire, This 
grocess consumes the-labels, loosens the 
irt and melts the solder, which falls 
through the grating, is collected, washed 
and melted, cast into ingots and sold to 
be used again. Some of the cans, which 
have simply lapped and soldered joints. 
melt apart completely: these are sorted 
out and the sheets forming the shell are 
straightened out and bound Into bundles 
to be sold to trunkmakers, who utilize 
ecting the corners of Sara- 
toga trun They are also. bought by 
button manufacturera, who stamp from 
them the disks used In cloth-covered but- 
tons. The remainder of the cans, being 
machine-made, do not come apart. These 
are loaded into large carts, taken to the 
charging-Soor, on an elevator and dumped 
Int cupola. The cupola is fed with 
coke and cans in a'-ernation. There 1s 
occasionally an old « seh-boller or a bun- 
dle of tin-roofing used, but cana form 
the bulkof the material. The cans are 80 
light that some of them are carried out 
at the top of the stack by the force of 
the blast, and a farge rereen mh 
arranged to prevent the pieces from fall- 
ing on the roof. If arrong those readers 
of The American Machinist to whom 
these facts are new there are any who 
have occasion to ure the elevators in the 
skyscrapers of New York, I can {nagine 
such wondering how many empty cans It 
took to make the welchts which auance 
the car in which they rids.”

Was born.©The paper upon which is 
written the Declaration of Independ- 
ence is the Ameritan’ nation’s birth 
certificate. Other. nations ‘camo to 
recognition by the slow processes ‘ of 
evolution, but the United States of 
Amorica sprang. into existence In a 
day, and this Declaration announced 
in’ an’- astonished world on July’ 4, 
1776, tho, birth jof,a new member of 
the family of nations. As the young 
King Alfonso ‘XIII. ‘of Spain, having 
beon born after the death of his father 
bas the Sunlque’ distinction among 
sovercigna of being born a king, so 
the American Goddess of Liberty at 
her first appearance’ took her place in 
the world asa soverelgn:’ ‘The doct-* 
ment‘In which she declared her sover- 
cignty and her rights constituted the 
old Independence hall of Philadelphia 
the most sacred building in American 
history, since within its walls is that 
sacred birth chamber in which was 
first rocked the cradlo of. this new-- 
born national infant. It publishes 
to the world that the men who sign- 
ed their names at ‘the foot of that 
immortal document, penned by Thom- 
as Jefferson in the Httle three story 
-red brick house still standing at the 
corner of Seventh and Market streets 
Philadelphia, were *'+ the attending: 
witnesses whose testimony gave val- 
idity to that national birth certifi- 
cato. 

"The Declaration > of Independence 
was the startling culmination of man- 
ly intolerance of injustice. The docu-’ 
ment was not, as some people sup- 
pore, the result of a long and care- 
fully. planned conspiracy © oxtending 
over many “years. It scemced rather 
.to have been the outgrowth of .the 
monwnt, It was the crystallization: 
of sentimonts the’ results of which 
but few men could foresee... The Brit- 
ish ministry had not anticipated ; it, 
nelther had the American people. 
When the First Continental congress 
assembled in. Philadciphia, on Sept, 
5, 1774. thero was probably not onc 
prom: Wleador in: all “Amrrica who 
wished for national independence with 
the sole exception possibly of Sam- 
ucl Adams ‘of Boston. ‘‘Before the 
A7th of April, 1775,’" wrote Thomas 
Jofferson, ‘1. had. never heard ao 
whisper of a disposition to separate 
from the mother country.’’ ‘When 
I first took command of the army, 
July 3,.1775, I abhorred the Idea of 
independence,”’ .. wrote George Wash- 
ington in one of his letters, “‘but 1 
am- now convinced that riothing else 
will save us.’’ All that the American 
colony wished from England was not 
separation, but justice. ! ; 

Tho two countries in covery essen- 
tia} part of thoir make up were’ onc. 
They spoke the saine language. Many 
families Dad brothers and sisters and 
othor relatives in both countrics. The 
children of prominent Americans wero 
for the most part cducated in Eng- 
lsh. schools, where they were taught 
to reverence the British king. : When 
Richard Henry Lee arose on .. tho 
Tth-of June, 1776, ang 
read the ° following: resolution: “‘Re-, 
solved, That thesgunited colonics aro 
and of a right: ought to be free and 
independent states‘ and that ‘they arc 
absolved fram all allegiance to the 
British crown,’’ his own boy was at 
that . thne ‘attending. an. English 
school, ‘This American youth, somo 
weeks Jater, was standing beside one 
o! his teachers when a visitor asked, 
“Who is that boy?’  ‘‘HTo {s the son 
of Itichard Henry Lee,’’ was. the 
teacher’s answer, Then the visitor 
Pluced hig hand upon the lad’s shoul- 
der and said, ‘‘Boy, we shall yct sce 
your father’s head upon Tower hill!’ 
To this the son replied, ‘'¥Yes, you 
may have it when you get it!" If 
Nichard Henry Lee for years had 
been conspiring for ‘American  indc- 
pendence, he would never have sent 
his son acroas the sca' to: be cducat- 
ed under the domination and  influ- 
ence of the English throne. Tho De- 
claration of “American Independence 
Was writtcn and signed as a last re- 
sort and because the British ‘Minist: 
Wouldnot: listen to American’, peti- 
tions. 1t was written because King 
George * with the fatuity of © royal 
and .imperlal natures -imagincd «that: 
he had the right to enforce his will 
ona: people as © resolute as’ himself. 
He believed that. it was for him) to 
command and for them to obey «and 
that*their® protest against taxation 
without “representation: was Wicked 
rebellion against divinely constituted 
authority.:. It was “written because 
our forefathers belicved that in’ a 
struggle for right and justice God 
would te on their side, though they

Government SVill Increase Duty oa the

Sheep Prospects in Canada. 

The Farmers’ Advocate writes in re 

spect to the sheep industry -—“Now it 
their opportunity” (referring to’ the 
flock owners) “for selection and im- 
provement, so as to be ready 
for the upward turn. of “the 
tide when’ it © comes. Indeed, 
it’ appears to be close at hand. 
The demand for, mutton continues to 
grow, and it is quite certain that its 
limit will not be reached yet awhile. 
Hence breeders may, we feel sure, look 
forward with confidence.” It is quite 
certain that Canadian breeders will be 
far better and larger customers for our 
stud rams when the demand for their 
own stock is an increasing one. Thus 
the prospects for the demand during 
the coming season from Canada are 
probably better than they have been for 
some time past. Despite all the draw- 
baoks which the sheep industry has to 
contend with in that colony, it ranks 
very high amongst the different sec 
tions of the general agricultural inter- 
est, and bids fair to ome quite as 
important as it is at home.

Broody Hens. 

Very soon broody hens will be get- 
ting rather plentiful in many yards, 
and a few hints as to the best method 
of dealing with them will no doubt 
be zeceptable. In the first place, it is 
perfectly natural for the hens of 
incubating varieties to develop their 
natural propensities during the warm 
season whenever a batch of eggs is 
laid. This propensity may be scry 
persistent or the reverse, according to 
the race to which the fowls belong. 
Cochins, Brahmas, Indian Game, 
Malays, Langshans, and their.crosses 
or descendants, such as the Buff Or- 
pingtons, Buff Rocks, Buff Wyan- 
dottes, ete, are very keen . and fre- 
quent sitters during warm weather, 
and it takes more to break them off 
the fit than birds with a milder. ten- 
dency to incubate. Birds which have 
got rather fat and hea’ are also 
father difficult to break “off, and it is 
a role with those who keep incubating 
varieties to keep them only in fair 
bodily condition during warm. wea- 
ther. They will lay all the better in
